About 30 miles of open country 
and the protecting Vistula river 
lay between Warsaw and the in- 
vaders from the north. 
The right wing of the Poles had 
been hammered back from 'Cle- 
chanow, about 25 miles northwest 
of Pultusk, pivoting on Plonsk. 
At one stage of the struggle the 
Polos were driven from Pultusk 
and the Germans threatened to 
turn the Polish flank and thrust 
on to the Vistula and Warsaw. Pul- 
tusk, however, was regained In the 
face of withering German \fire. 
A staff officer, slightly wound- 
ed, returned from the battlefront 
and 
reported 
the Poles 
were 
staunchly holding the Plonsk-Pul- 
tusk line, beating off repeated Ger- 
man attempts to break through. 
"The 
Poles are fighting 
like 
lions," he said. 
The officer related that Germans 
with tank vanguards succeeded in 
piercing the line in several places 
but the defenders outflanked them 
and smashed the penetrating col- 
umns, destroying and capturing a 
considerable number of tanks. 
The Poles wore preparing for a 
desperate struggle at the very edge 
of Warsaw 
If the battle went 
against them on the Plonek-Pul- 
tusk line. 
German planes raided the north- 
ern section of Warsaw just before 
noon yesterday. 
An official radio announcement 
Bald Poles .shot down six planea 
attempting a raid on the capital 
before this morning's assault.

POLES 
AS SHELLS BURST NEAR SHRINE 


NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—</P>—The 
selling wave which has been sweep- 
Ing over the market for United 
States government bonds receded 
today and prices improved. 
After two days in which federal 
agencies were virtually the only 
buyers of the bonds at sharply re- 
ceding prices and record turnover, 
today's advances up to about $3.80 
per $1,000 bonds took place on a 
smaller volume of dealings. 
Some government dealers believ- 
ed the hand of federal support 
could still be detected in the mar- 
ket, but most agreed there was 
scattered outside buying as well. 
On other financial fronts, too, 
the bulls appeared to be making 
headway. 
In the stock 
market 
gains of a few cents to $1 or more 
a share appeared near noon for a 
wide variety of leaders, including 
some in which profit-realizing yes- 
terday had put sizeable dents. The 
best prices of early morning ad- 
vance were not hold, however. 
A swift buying scramble for cot- 
ton featured dealings In commodity 
futures markets. After a narrow 
start, traders rushed In late In the 
morning to shove prices 
ahead 
$1.85 to more than $2.50 a bale. 
Decline Wiped Out 
A break in corn and wheat fu- 
tures at Chicago which carried each 
down more than 4 cents a bushel 
for a time was wiped out around 
noon and brisk bidding advanced 
prices sharply. Some wheat deliv- 
eries were ahead more than 2 cents 
a bushel in the final hour of trad- 
ing, and corn was up about a cent.. 
In the stock market the "war 
ing yesterday, were mostly a little 
babies" which were targets for sell- 
improved. Ahead at mid-day were 
U. S,' Steel, Bethlehem Steel, Gen- 
eral Motors, Chrysler, Anaconda 
Copper, American Smelting, West-

FIRST BATTLE OF MARNE WAS 


HEARING ITS CLIMAX 25 YEARS 
AGO; THEN CAME TAXICAB ARMY 


NEW 
YORK, 
Sept, 7.— 
Twenty-five years ago today the 
first battle of the Marne—one of 
the great turning points of his- 
tory—approached 
Its climax. 


In a few hours a most amaz- 
ing military maneuver was to 
begin. A fleet of 1,100 high-bodied, 
creaky, old-fashioned French taxi- 
cabs would roar out of the east- 
ern gates of Paris with 
fresh 
troops to save that city from the 
first .serious throat made upon it 
during the World War. 


Parisians have been fleeing to 
the provinces these past few days 
but not so many as a quarter 
of a century ago when the Ger- 
man hordes woro within 18 miles 
ot tho capital and the French 
government had fled to Bordeaux. 


Again ft German army is push- 
Ing on in the hope of snatching

rlolland. They say it crushed Ger- 
many's chances of winning tho 
first World War. 


The battlo began on Sept. 5 
on a line from the outskirts of 
Paris eastward to the impreg- 
nable French fortress of Verdun. 
The Germans, m a pell-mell rush 
over northern France, had dan- 
gerously stretched their commUnl-', 
cation and supply lines, But there 
were 34 German divisions facing 
only 20 for the allies. These in- 
cluded French, Belgians and only 
four British divisions—"The Old 
Contomptlbles." 


It was then that Gen. Alexander 


Von Kluck, the commander of the 
First German army who died five 
years ago at the age of 88, left 
his flanks exposed by pushing 
far southward toward Troyes. His 
army was nearest Paris and th» 
shrewd military governor of that 
city, Gen. Joseph Gallienl, con- 
ceived the idea ot the surprising 
taxlcab maneuver. 


Early on Sept. 8 the cabs be- 
gan pouring out of the city to 
Nanteuil, They carried five men 
each and many cabs were re- 
ported to have made two trips.

and Intestinal disturbances of in- 
fants, is largely a summer dis- 
ease. Although cases may occur 
during any month of the year, 
over half of the total number oc- 
cur during July, August, Siptom- 
ber, and October. To date, 109 
cases of poliomyelitis 
(infantile 


paralysis) have been reported to 
the Texas State Department of 
Health in 1939. 
Direct contact between persons 


is regarded as being the 
chief 


factor in the spread of Infantile 
paralysis. Because of the season- 
al prevalence of the disease, flies 
and other Insects have been sus- 
pected of conveying the virus or 
germ, Insect 
transmission 
has 


not, however, been scientifically 
proven. 
Although 
animals 
are 


subject to paralysis, 
they 
are 


seemingly not susceptible to the 
human type of this paralytic dis- 
ease. Carriers are difficult to de- 
termine; this fact makes advis- 
able the reduction to a minimum 
of human contacts during an out- 
break. 
Early symptoms of 
Infantile 


paralysis comprise headache, fev- 
er, vomiting, intestinal disorder, 
drowsiness and irritability, 
fol- 


lowed by neck or back 
stiffness. 


Prompt medical care, early recog- 
nition and reporting of cases to 
health authorities make possible 
the use of valuable 
preventive 


and control measures. 


After the acute state of the dis- 


ease has passed and walking Is 
permitted the patient, under no 
circumstances, must the affected 
part be fatigued. It is thus ob- 
served that the secret of sucess- 
ful rehabilitation lies In continu- 
ance of professional guidance and 
largo doses of patience,

withstand the shock of war when 
It vdld come. The speaker added 
that a nations participation In a

war is usually determined by inter-

national law, but "we have passed 
neutrality laws as an added safe- 
guard to keep the United States 
from involvement - - - laws that 
propose to keep our state of mind 
from becoming inflamed." 
, 
Parenthetically, Mr. Johnson paid

tribute to President Roosevelt and 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull for 
their exercise of "wisdom and cau- 
tion befitting the great statesmen 
they are" to keep the United States 
out of war. 


The first step taken by congress 
to insure peace, Mr. Johnson said, 
was the cementing of better rela- 
tionships between the United States 
and the South American countries. 
He told of the social, political and 
economic contacts that had been

Rearmament Program 
The second step congress took to 
maintain peace, the speaker said, 
was to vote a huge sum of money 
for rearmament. He justified this 
act by, stating that no sane man 
would have let tho nation's de- 
fenses become obsolete In view of 
the world conditions as they were 
shaping up at that time. 
The third step, Mr. Johnson ex- 
plained, that congress took, was 
passage of the neutrality law. He 
said the 1937 law was partly per- 
manent and partly temporary, and 
on May 1, 1939 the temporary por- 
tion—placing sale of all war goods 
on a "cash and carry" basis—ex- 
pired. The three other portions of 
the law—prohibition of implements 
of war to any belligerent nation, 
prohibition of loans or credit to 
belligerents of war to any belliger- 
ent nations, and prohibition of 
United States citizens from travel- 
ing on belligerent ships—were re- 
tained. 


Mr. Johnson told of the efforts of 
the administration to re-enact the 
"cash and carry" methods is fair to 
law, and of its failure to do so. He 
defended this way of handling con- 
traband 
of war by stating 
the 
"cash and carry" wethod is fair to 
all nations, and treats all com- 
modities alike.

MASTER OF ATHENIA 
DECLARES SHIP SDNK 


OY NAZIJHARINE 


SUB TORPEDOED SHIP THEN 


ROSE TO SURFACE AND 


SHELLED VESSEL 


GALWAY, Ireland, Sept. 
S.—(/P) 


—Tho master of the stricken Brit- 
ish liner Athenla, sunk Sunday, 
said on his arrival hero today his 
ship "was hit by a tropedo which 
went through the galley and Into 
the engine room, causing heavy 
loss of life." 


The captain, James Cook, was 


brought hero by the Norwegian 
steamer Knut Nelson with 430 oth- 
er survivors of the first subma- 
rine disaster of the European 
war. 


Amonpr them was Dr. John Kirk 


of Boston, Mass., who said, "My 
wife was killed In the explosion, 
and nil I want to know now Is 
whether mv two 
children 
who 


were traveling with us are safe." 
Captain Cook said immediately 


after the Torpedo was fired, the 
submarine rose to the surface and 
shelled the Athenia. 


"One 
shell carried 
away 
the 


main mast," he related. 
"It was evidently aimed at the 


wireless 
room 
but 
missed its 


mark." 


He called witnesses to tell news- 


paper men that the torpedo was 
fired at a range of 800 to 1,000 
yards on the port side of the 
vessel. 


'One officer said he saw the 


periscope of the submarine just 
before the torpedo struck. 


Captain Sook said he did not 


know how many were dead and 
Injured, 


The captain added, "there wns 


no panic whatever on board the 
ship. The passengers faced dan- 
ger bravely." 


Ruth E. Strauss of New York 


said, "I saw a flash on the port 
side of the Athenia about 800 to 
1000 
yards away. 
The torpedo 


struck In a few seconds and was 
followed by a shell. The ship was 
still afloat when we left the scene 
five hours later." 


Coming thankfully ashore in this 


picturesque, rockbound port, ten 
of those seriously injured were tak- 
en to the Galway hospital. 


After them came the rest, wo- 


men and children wearing rough 
work clothes—loaned 
them

sailors aboard the Knut Nelson- 
over the scanty garb in which 
they escaped the stricken ship. 


Worn by exposure and weak 


from lack of sleep and irregular 
diet, the first survivors all told 
the same story.

—WP)—President Roosevelt, 
after clamping an embargo 
on arms shipments to war- 
ring nations, was arranging 
even further steps today to 
buttress the sweeping neu- 
trality program and plug 
gaps in American defenses. 
He held In abeyance, however, 
plans for calling a special session 
of congress to revise the neutrality 
act, which he Invoked last night. 
Officials expected the president to 
observe the law's operation before 
congress to let all warring nations 
buy arms here If they paid cash 
fend carried them away in their own 
vessels. 
The president told reporters yes- 
terday that aside from his general 
proclamations of United States and 
Canal Zone neutarllty and the im- 
.x position of the arms embargo, he 
^vould act In the next few days to: 
1. Bring up to full 
peacetime 
strength the navy's personnel, now 
15 per cent short of that goal. 
2. Recommisslon 
and1 provide 
crews for some of the 115 world- 
war type destroyers to help patrol 
American shores. Six of these al- 
ready have been ordered in com- 
mission at the Philadelphia navy 
yard. 
3. Provide additional men for the 
army In the Canal Zone and Puerto 
Rico. 
4. Augment precautionary meas- 
ures against communistic and dic- 
atorshlp propaganda in this coun- 
try, or any other propaganda aim- 
ed at our system of government. 
5. Guard further against efforts 
to use this country as a center for 
gathering information that might 
help any belligerent. 
Belligerents Named 
(For purposes of enforcement, 
/F\ "belligerents" -were named in the 
'various neutrality proclamations as 
France, Germany, Poland, United 
Kingdom, India, Australia and New 
Zealand. As other nations or em- 
pire territories entered the war they 
would be covered in additional pro- 
'. clamatlons.)

The president, sitting In shirt- 
sleeves before one of the largest 
press gatherings of his administra- 
tion, told reporters these addition- 
al five steps could be taken without 
new legislation. 
He disclosed proposals for Amer- 
ican naval convoys for ships bring- 
ing American refugees home from 
the war zone had been abandoned.

weeping, 600 survivors of the torpedoed British liner 
Athenia arrived here today, one declaring that the 
lerman submarine which sent the liner to the bottom

lowered. 


Two hundred of those arriving here were injured. 


The survivors had nightmare memories of the war's 
first submarine disaster. 


Glasgow mobilized hospitals and nursing homes to 


accommodate the injured and other refugees, many of 
them thinly clad and weak from exposure. 


Perhaps the sadd'est sight of all was 9-year-old Roy 


Barrington of Toronto. His mother went down with the 
Athenia. 


As rescue work went on no one* 
could say definitely how many had 
been killed or drowned. 
One rumor said 90 had died. Some 
persons said the figure was far 
greater and pointed out a score or 
more must have drowned when the 
propeller of the Norwegian rescue 
ship Kunt Nelson shattered a life- 
boat full of women.

Panama invited all American re- 
publics to a conference on safe- 
guarding the peace and preventing 
Lhe European war from dislocating

hemisphere. The meeting will be 
held at Panama City, but the time 
was not fixed, 
President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Hull signed the arms embargo 
proclamation last night. It banned 
forthwith the shipment of seven 
categories of/arms, ammunition, air- 
craft, mustard gas, and other Im- 
plements of war direct to a belliger- 
ent or to any other country for 
transshipment to the warring na- 
tions. Stops Deliveries Planes 
This, for one thing, automatically 
stopped the carrying out of Ameri- 
can contracts by Great Britain and 
France for more than 1,200 planes. 
About half the orders hava been 
filled. 
Captain Plrie, British air attache, 
said Great Britain would not can- 
cel the unfilled orders, since there 
was the possibility congress might 
later modify the neutrality act to 
permit the shipment of airplanes, 
or that Great Britain might sell 
the planes elsewhere. 
Until Canada formally enters the 
war—her parliament meets Thurs- 
day—officials said arms and muni- 
tions still could be shipped to that 
country but only for her own use. 
Trans-shipment 
to Britain would 
be forbidden. 
A special proclamation applying 
neutrality to the Canal Zone was 
accompanied by an executive order 
designed to "prevent damage or in- 
Jury" to the Panama Canal. The 
order forbids belligerent ships to 
remain in the zone longer than 24 
hours, permits no more than six 
such vessels to be In the area at 
one time, and prohibits planes ol 
warring nations from flying over 
the zone. Strict inspection of all

CAPTURE OF KRAKOW, 
'HEART OF POLAND; 
REPORTED BY BERLIN 


ALL POLISH SILESIA AND ITS 


VALUABLE INDUSTRIES 


IN GERMAN HANDS 


BERLIN, Sept. 6.—(#)— 


The capture by the Ger- 
man army of Krakow, a 
city often spoken of by the 
Poles as "Poland's heart," 
was 
officially 
announced 


today. 


Late today the German 


troops were reported still advanc- 
ing through the ancient city and 
18 miles beyond to the cast. It was 
stated they were meeting with no 
difficulties. 


The supreme high command said 
Krakow had been taken without re- 
sistance at noon. Bridges across the 
Vistula river, it was added, had not 
been destroyed, although the Poles 
usually dynamite such approaches 
as they retreat. 


, Krakow, Poland's ancient capital, 
is now her fifth largest city, with 
242,000 population. 


With the announced capture ear- 
lier in the day of Kielce, the Ger- 
man armies had reached another 
coveted strategic goal. 
Only a short distance away Is 
Sandomierz, where the Poles have 
been centering their new munitions 
and arms Industry. Sandomierz was 
intended to be what Krupp at Es- 
sen or Skoda at Fllsen were the 
German and Czech nations. 
There were expressions of con- 
fidence In official German circles 
Sandomierz also soon would capi- 
tulate before the German steam 
roller. 
As Polish Silesia and Us valuable 
industries are In German hands, 
and as Krakoiy Is now reported 
fallen, the official German belief Is 
effective Polish resistance Is near 
an end. 


Although there Is speculation as 
to why England and France are not 
taking an effective hand—as the 
Germans put it—In the fight, Ger- 
many Is taking no chances. 
The 
assumption continues that 
both 
countries will yet fight.

and national sins. 


A King to the Rescue 


Good King Hezeklah, with the. 


Prophet Isaiah at his right hand 
as counsellor, came to the throne 
in these troubled times, at the 
age of twenty-five years; and his 
reign lasted for twenty-nine years. 
Then, as now, "crisis" was the 
b)g word In Judah's vocabulary. 
The northern kingdom had been 
carried Into Assyrian 
captivity, 


and Sennacherib was hammering 
at the gates of Jerusalem, having 
captured many lesser cities. 


There was a deal of the 
real 


statesman In Hexekiah, though he 
made some blunders. He tried ap- 
peasement with 
the 
Assyrians, 


and paid heavy tribute. Then he 
fell back on the basic traditions | 
of his people, and put his reli- 
ance in the Lord who had deliv- 
ered the children of Israel from 
Egypt. 
When the siege of Jerusalem be- 


came 
imminent, 
he 
performed 


that 
Incomprehensible 
engineer* 


ing feat which Is today one of the 
wondors of Jerusalem—the tun- 
nel which carried the water from 
the city's one spring outside the 
walls (which he shut up and con- 
coaled from the Invaders) through 
the solid rock to the Pool of Si- 
loam. Modern engineers 
cannot 


explain how this work was accom- 
plished. Leaden Who Lead 


Modern politicians are experts 


at following what they believe to 
be the popular mood. They 
let 


"pressure groups" determine leg- 
islation. The extreme of this fash- 
on Is the manner In which com- 
munity officials allow themselves 
.o be controlled by the criminal 
element. Their own personal con- 
:acts are with the lower order of 
:he population; they have no In- 
timate relationship with the home- 
keeping 
tradition - cherishing, 


God-fearing people who are the 
real public; and so they yield to 
the demands of the basest—usual- 
ly at a price. 


Now the first business of lead- 


ers Is to lead. The king is "the 
man who can." In 
Hezeklah's 


day, he exercised his proper role 
of leadership. He was king in 
fact, as well as In name. So, be- 
ing wise and well-advised, he un- 
dertook a fundamental reform In 
Judah's 
life, the re-establishment 


of religion In first place, 


Most men In high places give 


llgion from our modern 
ruler*. 


The latter are scarcely aware of 
the deep-flowing tides of spirit 
ual concern abroad In the 
land, 


There are more pious folk than 
of the other kind. The big crowd 
are the Christian crowd, The pub- 
lic always responds to great r«- 
llgtoui leadership. 


Hezeklah nude ready by a thor- 


ough housecleanlng ot the tem- 
ple—righteousness, must begin at | 
th» house ol God—and by tighten-: 
ing up tho laxity ot the L«vite«. 
He sent a proclamation through- 
out all the Promised Land, from 
Dan to Beersheba, Including the 
degenerate remnant that dwelt in 
the Northern Kingdom,

OTTAWA, Sept. 7.—(Canadian 
Press)—Lord Tweedsmuir, gover- 
nor-General of Canada, told an 
emergency session of parliament 
today the government sought au- 
thority to take measures for de- 
fense of the dominion and co-oper- 
ation with Britain, at war with 
Germany. 
"You will be asked," he said 
In his speech opening the the ses- 
sion, "to consider estimates to 
provide for expenditure which has 
been or may be caused by the state 
of war which has been or may 
bo caused by the state of war 
which now exists." 
Members of both houses were 
told they had been called that the 
government might seek authori- 
ty 'for the measures necessary for 
defense of Canada and for co-op- 
eration in the determined effort 
which is being made to resist fur- 
ther aggression." 
"My ministers are convinced," 
he said, "that Canada is prepared 
to unite in a national effort to de- 
fend to the utmost liberties and 
Instlulons which are a common 
heritage." 


Observers predicted a war bud- 
get such as was voted at the 
special war session in 1914.

for today

short—mostly formality—with vot- 
ing on the war measures to come 
on later days. 
Returning legislators found the 
capital changed from the holiday 
mood it was in when the regular 
session ended last June, .

Soviets Financed 
Communist Party's 


First Activities 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
7.—(IP)— 
Benjamin Gitlow, former general 
secretary of the communist party 
In the United States, told the Dies 
committee today the party's early 
activities had been subsidized by 
diamonds and Jewelry from Mos- 
cow which were converted into 
cash. 
He testified the diamonds and 
jewelry came to the United States 
soon after the first two branches 
of the party were formed In 1919. 
Since then, he said, "Moscow, 
through the communist Internation- 
al, has been supporting" party ac- 
tlvties. Funds,were sent to this 
country to support the communist 
party, to finance trips of trade un- 
ion leaders to Moscow and to fi- 
nance organization of a party in 
Latin America, he declared. 
Earl Browder, present 
general 
secretary of the party in this coun- 
try, testified yesterday that to his 
knowledge, the party had received 
no subsidies or contributions from 
a foreign country since he took of- 
fice in 1930. 
Gitlow, who referred to Joseph 
Stalin at one point as "the red 
Fuehrer of Soviet Russia," said he 
was the first person arrested and 
imprisoned "as communist" in the 
United States. He asserted he serv- 
ed three years before Govrnor 
Smith pardoned htm In 1926. 
Then, in 1925, he testified, he was 
expelled from the party for dis- 
obedience to Moscow. 
The witness added he did not 
completely break with the philos- 
ophy of communism until the re- 
cent signing of the non-aggression 
pact between Russia and Germany, 
"When 
collaboration 
between 
Nazi Germany and Soviet Russia 
was announced as something that 
would help the Russian and Ger- 
man people," Gitlow told the com- 
mittee, "I concluded that it was 
necessary to repudiate communism 
and expose it for what it is,"

parity, 
stated that the secretary of agri- 
culture has the power to set par- 
ity and when cotton reaches a 
certain 
point below parity, tho 
loan comes on automatically. Par- 
ity price cannot be sot in dollars 
and. cents 
because 
the 
things 


farmers wanted to buy might have 
their dollar 
prices 
raised, 
and 


farm commodities would again be 
below parity. 


A five-year period—from 1909 to 
1914—wns adopted and the aver- 
ago buying power of those five 
years is the parity standard, not 
the dollars and cents, 
but the 
farm buying power. 
Farmers nave a job selling the 


general public on the ideal of par- 
ity, and arriving at what is a real- 
ly fair parity basis. And It is the 
farmers job, too, don't forget that. 
Unless they get together 
and 


work as a unit, they cannot ac- 
complish anything. You need not 
expect any other group to work 
to your Interest. That Is the main 
work of the agriculture associa- 
tion, an organization by farmers 
who work for the Interest of the 
farmers. 
When farmers learn to 


do their own thinking and work 
together as a unit, then, and not 
until then, will there be parity for 
farmers.—Reporter.
